This 1s nsunlly o matter of
persounl choiee or rests porhaps upon
n loeal tradition, The weapon used
generaliy goes by the name Selilaoger,
and there nre szain different classes,
such as the Korbsohlasger or basket-
hilted xapier and the CGHlockemsehlae-
ger, a heavy wonpon made of hard
bell metal, The Intter is an arm
which hns been in favor in late yeats
at Licipsic and Halloe.

The student duel, howevar, is not
always the outgrowth of an insult or a
auppposed insult.  There is anothor
form which is, perbaps, the more
usnal, and which leads to a groater
number of encountors This is the
“Pro patrin” duel, which is n contost
between elnba at rogular intervals, and
it is carried on merely for the plens-
urable excitement which those that
participate and  those who look on
dreaw from it.  The combuatants are
usually chosen by a will rather than
their own. Though there are some-
times volunteors, The President, as a
rule, selects some member of his elnb
who shall on a cortaln day meeta
member of another club  similarly
chosen by its Prosident,  Contests ar-
ranged in this way are very numerous,
It in desired that ench olub shall pro-
vide & man at least once a weok, and,
o4 there are ut the large unniversities
quite a large number of fighting so-
cigties, the combat wages very fre-
quently, Itis this tyrsunons, obli-
gatory feature of the duel which
mukes it such a parsistent evil in Grer-
man university lfe.

The duellist must be specinlly dressed
for the combat in a snit called the
Paukwichs, which consists of heavy
bandeging for the neck and armas, o
thick picce of upholstery, somewhat
like n mattress, which is suspended
over the breast, and glass goggles to
proteet the oyes. There are some-
times covers for the ears also, The
point of attack is thus the hesad and
face, another curious symptom of the
student duel. It is thus that part of
the body which nearly all other people
aim the most carefully to guard from
mjury which it is the particular desire
to mutilate and sear.

It is to be noted also that the roles
aro such as to  protest the rest
of the body. The ‘*wirike must
be made in only n certain way, aud
each combatart has a second, also
armed with a sword, who must ward
off foul blows. It is further n cori-
ous fenture that & single wonud does
not suflior to settle the diftisulry, Both
combutants are olteti injured, and it
is not nunusual for ench to receive sev-
eral wonndn  The contest only ends.
